But the wiſeſt Heads, and 
W | greateſt Men among them, were in 
Sentiments directly oppoſite; they ſaid,

pedition; for if he fail'd in Hat, it would 
never be in his Power to make another; 
that riſking his Perſon was nothing in 
Compariſon of riſking his Friends; and 
that every Meaſure he took towards 
raiſing an unſucceſsful.

The 
latter Party were ſo much in Earneſt, 
that they applied to the French Court, 
to defire they would interpoſe ; and re- 
ceived a Promiſe to that Effect. The 
French Miniſters began now to be well 
pleaſed to fee Things take this Turn, 
hoping he would make a deſperate: At- 
tempt himſelf, at much leſs Expence 
than if abetted by them; perſuaded, 
that whether ſucceisful or not, he would 
do their Buſineſs, and create ſuch a Di- 
ſturbance in Britain as might * out 
publick Credit.

Thus they managed, cheated, 
and betrayed both Parties. 


The Arrival of the Pretender's Son 
in France, could not but give great Rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect that ſomething was me- 
ditating there in his Favour; nor was 
it long before there- appear d evident 


Signs of an intended Invaſion, though, 


as I have ſhewn, this perfidious Court 
pretended to have no Knowledge of the 
young Chevalier's Journey; and it was 
even ſuggeſted by the French Party in 
Holland, that M. de Amelot was remov'd, 


and difgrac d, for having given the young 


Adventurer thoſe Hopes which drew 
him into France. 


. in the Summer of the ; 
1745, it was known, that ſome Prepa- 


rations were privately making for an Ex-

edition in Favour of the Pretender; and 
for that Purpoſe, an Officer in the French 


Navy raiſed a Company of one hundred 


Men, under Pretence that they were for 


the Eaſl-India Company's Service, which 


were ſtiled Graf/ins de Mer, and were 


handſomely cloathed in Blue faced with 


Red; (who we have fince had the Plea- 
ſure of ſeeing Priſoners of War at Car- 
liſte.) They were put on board a Fri- 
gate carrying eighteen Guns; and every 
Thing being now ready, the young De- 

uty Pretender came privately from the 
Houſe of the Duke de Fitz- James, to 
Port Lazare in Britanny, where on the 
14th of Juhh he embarked with about 
Fifty Scotch and Triſh, in order to have 
failed round Ireland, and to land in 

the North-Weſt of Scotland. This Fri- 
gate of his was joined off Belle-Iſie by 


the Elizabeth, a Man of War of ſixty 
Guns, taken from us by the French in 


the laſt W ar, and now extremely well 
mann'd for this Service. In their Paſ- 
ſage they fell in with a Fleet of Engliſb 


Merchant-men, under the Convoy of :

S@heth for nine Hours; but ſoon after 
the Engagement b-gan, the Frigate bore 
away, and continued her intended Voy- 
age. The Z/:zabeth, when Night came 
on, made all the Sail ſhe could to get 
clear, and returned to Breſ, quite diſa- 
bled, having her Captain and ſixty- four 
Men killed, and one hundred and thirty 
wounded. She had on board a large Sum 
of Money, and Arms for ſeveral thou- 
fand Men, which were to have been 
landed with the Pretender, for the Uſe 
of his Adherents. As for the Frigate, be- 
forementioned, the ſtood in for the Coaſt 
of Lochabar, and anchored betwixt the 
Iſlands of Sie and.

longer : It was likewiſe a full Proof of

When the News of the Battle reach- 
ed London, it made it neceſſary to

Cattle very ſeverely, which put them 
more and more out of Humour with.

of the Country. The greateſt Part of 
their Army returned into the Neigh- mW

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Notwithſtanding all the Pains the Re- 
bels had taken in order to carry on the 
Siege, yet it could ſcarce be ſaid to ad- 
vance all the Time they lay before it; 
but whether they might or not have 
ſucceeded, 'tis requiſite to mention what 
Advantages they 2 to themſelves 
by becoming Maſters of this Place, and 
thoſe (though they were many) might 
be reduced to theſe Three: Firſt, it 


would have given them Reputation at 


Home and Abroad, as Sterling Caſtle is 
famous, and reputed a Place of greater 
Importance than it really is: Secondly, 
if they could have got this Place, and 
fortified Perth, they might have ſecured | 
the Country behind them for the Win- 


ter: Thirdly, it would have afforded | 


them Means of maintaining themſelves 
Aong the Coaſts, on both Sides of the 
Iſland; which would have facilitated 
their receiving Supplies from Abroad: 
Bat the Gallant General Blakeney, who 
{ull defended the Caſtle with ſo much 
Conſtancy and Courage, made the Scots 
Rebels quite ſick of the Siege, ſo that

were excethvely weakened and fatigued,

City, pleaſantly ſituated between the Inches, which are

old Wall in Ruins, ſurrounding every Side, excepting 
that which is bordered by the famous River Tay, the 
largeſt in all Scotland, by which it is ſupply'd every 
Tide with Commodities from the Sea in their light Veſ- 
ſels, which come up to a handſome Key joining to the 
Town.

that the like has not been known any where, except 
that of the Temple: I am told that the Proprietors of 
ſeveral Stone Quarries made Preſents of Stone to it, 
others of Lime; Merchants contributed Timber, and 
rhe Wrights and Maſons were not wanting in gratis 
Work ; the neighbouring Farmers likewiſe agreed to 
carry Materials gratis: His Majefty was alſo pleaſed to 
give 100 I. towards it. The following is the Inſcription 
on the firſt Stone, The Royal Infirmary at Edigburgh,

Debtors, Cloſe to this 
Abbey is a neat Phyfick Garden, abounding with great- 
Variety of curious Plants, with Stoves, under the Di- 
rection of Doctor Charles Alton, the preſent Botanical 
Profeſſor : Next, and laſtly, is the College or Univer-

bad Road, I came to Montroſe, where i 
a Ferry to croſs over the River 0ou7h-Hſe;

Our next March was to Banff in our 
Way thither we came to Turref, a poor 
little Town, built irregularly on a Hill- 
fide, which made a much better Proſpect 
at a Diſtance, The chief Manufactury 
here, as well as at Old Meldrum, is Stock- 
ings. From hence J paſſed with the 
Advanced-Guard over a fine hilly Coun-

J have been informed fince, was con- 
demned to die at London, Kitt reprieved 
for a Time; during which he fell ſick 
and died at a Meflenger' 8 Houſe. 


J had but juſt come up with the Army 
and taken my Station at the Head of the 
Duke of Kingſton's Horſe, which com- 
pos'd the Van- Guard, when \ we ſawa great 
Fire burning vehemently, at about a Mile 
and a half Diſtance on our Left; the Oth- 
cers not knowing wW hat it was, 1 propos'd.

Our 
Army continued their March to within 
half a Mile of the River, when the Duke 
of Kingſton's Horſe, which was the Ad- 
vanced-Guard, ſftop'd for Orders at the 
Head of a plowed Field, above the Town 
of Fochabers. It was a general Rule that 
I obferv'd during the Campaign, always 
when an Engagement was expected, that 
I fed my Horſe, by which he was ena- 
bled to go through any hard Service. Du- 
ring the Time we halted here, I rode 
down a Field to a Man that was ſowing 
Corn, who was Servant to the Duke of 
Gordon, and he fed my Horſe. By this 
Time the Foot with the Cannon came 
up, when the Rebels fet Fire to their Bar- 
racks, likewiſe to their Guard-Houſe, 
which looked as if they did not intend to 
ſtand an Engagement. At this Time his 
Royal Highneſs gave Orders for the Duke 
of Kingſion's Horſe to advance. Accord- 
ing ly we marched through the Town of 
Ice habers, which conſiſts moſtly bf one 
veiy long Street, where I obſerved ſeye- 
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tal good Houſes, and People of Faſhion 
ſtanding looking at us; but not one Per- 
fon to wiſh us good Sueceſs. | 


We again halted by the River-Side, 
about 500 Yards above the Ford, for 
farther Orders; (at this Time the Foot 


were moving down to the Right of Fo- 


chabers ;). which we received from the 
Lord Ancram, to continue our March 
and croſs the River. I was then in my 


Station at the Head of the Regiment, 


where I very narrowly eſcaped being 
ſhot; for ſome of the Rebels fired at us 
acroſs the River, kneeling and taking 
Sight as at a Black-Bird: We entered the 
River with a Guide, wading on Foot, to

In the End, our 
PFirelock and Bayonet, ſo far exceeded

2000, Whilſt our Loſs in the whole did 
not exceed 50 killed. We likewiſe took 
all their Artillery and Baggage, conſiſting 
of 22 Pieces of Cannon and 8 Swivels, 
190 Broad Swords, 2 200 Muſkets, 1 500 
Muſket- Cartridges, 1019 Cannon- Shot, 
500 Weight of Muſket-Shot, 27 Barrels 
of Gunpowder, with 22 Ammunition 
-Carts, Sc. We allo took 3 50 Priſoners; 
þ4 4 * but if we had knovn that they had receiv'd 
ſtrict Orders before the Battle to give the 
WF! Duke's Troops no Quarter, we ſhould 
not have troubled ourſelves with making

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The Priſoner of the greateſt Note 
taken that Day, was the unhappy Lord 
Kilmarnock. Four of their principal 
Ladies alſo fell into our Hands, vi. Lady
